doah fought the line squall in Ohio on 
Sept. 3 for at least half an hour before 
she broke up. the -barograph instru- 
'ment record introduced Thursday be- 


fore the naval court of inquiry shows. 


This record establishes 
that the 


ship began its first rapid ascent at 
4:26 a. m., central time, rising- from 
an altitude of 2.9SO feet m eight min- 
"utes . The craft then leveled off but 
two minutes later at 4:36 she shot up 
almost like a rocket from 3.016 feet to 
C,065 in about 10 minutes. 


Her ascent halted at this altitude at 


4:46. The Shenandoah then fell ab- 
ruptly 1,785 feet m three minutes. 
bringing up at an altitude of 4,280 


At this point the barograph ceased 


to 
function 
consecutively. 
Lieut. 


Clintonville H. Haville, who was in- 
troduced as an expert, said it was his 
judgment that it ceased as a result of 
the- instrument itself receiving a vi- 
olent bump,"6r 'else the .whole control 
car.^v^hich if was located. received, 
sticn a bump. Ther.e'Vere'blotche's" on 
the record made of the same ink as 
that in the barograph buf it was' not 
-possible for the officers accura'tely to 
interpret" the blotches. • 


Whether the barograph ceased to 


function when the control car broke 
cff the ship could not be determined. 


Commander Sidney M. Kraus, an- 


other expert, estimated that the con- 
trol car fell only about 1,000 feet and 
if that -be correct the barograph 
ceased to record before the car fell. 


TO CALL MITCHELL 


Lakchurst, N. J.—(XP)—Wreckage of 


the airship Shenandoah was inspect- 
ed Thursday by the naval court of in- 
quiry here so that members might 
form a clearer idea from the testi- 
mony of survivors just what happen- 
ed within the big ship when she broke 
up in a otorm. over Ohio, Sept. 3, with 
a loss of 14 officers and men. 


Survivors explained the details re^ 


.garding the" ships construction and 
the function of the various pieces of 
wreckage which had bewi laid out on 
the floor of the hangar here in the 
relative position in which it was in 
the original hull. 
The inspection consumed virtually 


all of the morning and there was no 
taking of evidence. Later in the day. 
the barograph record showing exact- 
ly how the ship was bumped about in 
the storm was to be presented to the 
court to amplify the testimony of the 
crew to the 'ship's position when the 
breakup came.

The recommendations, of the special 


comjnittee -Corking with the state high- 
way commission, for a maximum speed 
limit of 40 miles per-hour, and a mini- 
mum speed limit of 25 miles per hour on 
arterial highways outside of cities, and a 
maximum speed limit of 25 miles per hour 
on arterials in cities,' will we think meet 
with universal approval. 


The present speed limit of 15 miles per 


hour on all streets in all cities of the state, 
and of 30 miles per hour on all highways 
has been endurable only because the local 
authorities in many instances have in- 
structed traffic police to overlook infrac- 
tions of the speed limit where the safety 
of those using the streets, and highways is 
not involved. 


Through arteries of traffic are estab- 


lished in cities for the express purpose of 
speeding up travel on the street so desig- 
nated. " Once a street has been cleared of 
cross traffic there can be no reason why 
the limit should be held down to 15 miles 
per hour. The maximum of 25 miles we 
think js perfectly safe where the warning 
Is plainly marked for traffic approaching 
trorn cross streets. 


On country highways the limit of 40 


miles per hour is perfectly safe as every- 
one knows who drives the roads. 
The 


:hange of the speed limit from 30 miles 
to 40 miles per hour will not increase the 
speed at which they are now travelled, but 
will merely legalize a larger percentage 
of the driving. 


The proposal to establish a minimum 


speed limit of 25 miles per hour on 
through 
routes 
will 
tend to make 


the roadways safe, we believe. Many 
of

accidents now 
occurring on 


the 
highways are 
caused by 
cars 


turning out to pass others. It is not un- 
common to see a procession of cars sever- 
al miles in length following along behind

traffic in the opposite direction one such 
driver can hold up a score of cars for con- 
siderable distance.

In presenting "The Balance Sheet." 


Mr. Gamel showed what a lather owes 
to his son, and what a son owes to 
his tather. The first thing a father 
owes to his son Is "Control." he said. 
God exacts that of him as the older 
comrade on the way from boyhood to 
fatherhood, he declared. 


Discipline of a child is not an easy 
tack, he admitted. 
Commanding a 


regiment of soldiers is not to be com- 
pared with It. It is a responsibility 
he cannot shift to anyone, whether it 
Is mother, teacher, 
Sunday 
school 


teacher, minister, T. M. C. A. man. 
or scoutmaster. The man who tries to 
shirk the responsibility is false to his 
family, his community, his state, his 
nation, and his God. he declared. It 
is a serious thing, to leave a boy un- 
pledged to honor, untrained for work 
and unwarned of danger, he argued. 
The juvenile courts of the country are 
full of the mistakes of fathers m ban 
dllng their boys, he informed the audi 
ence.

A father owes his son a true exam-

Gamel. Some strange freak In a man's 
character usually makes him expect 
his boys be better than he is. He may 
besmirch his own name, he may de- 
spise church, but he wants his boy to 
lead a model life and go to Sunday 
school. 
The mere making of rules 


and prohibitions will not make a son 
a better son. her argued, hut setting a 
good example for the sons will make 
them enfold Into virtuous manhood 
•without any argument. 


A father also owes his son Jusjlce, 


he pointed out. Mr. Gamel gave many 
anecdates to bring out this point and 
showed that there are times when a 
father owes his son an apology, espe- 
cially when he has done him a great 
Injustice. 


Clean blood Is one of the most sa- 


cred obligations of a father to his son.
